As we antici|)a'.ecl in our Inst review of 
the news from the scat of war, the Confod- 
erates have been dealing out heavy blows

Henco the blooil}' battles wliich wo 
road to-day, llio details and coiisequoncos of 
which we are not ynl tnado fully acquainted 
with. Tlio previous news left the Federal 
forces on liic Rappahannoi;!:. lint it appears 
.that Jackson, with 3o,000 n\on had turned 

jjjj^jthe right wing of the Federals and made an 
advance towards Wasliirifjton, anil got be- 
tween that eily and the Federal lines. Such 
a daring exploit scenis to indicalo that it 
was llio intention of the (.'.mfuderates to 
throw the main body of their army against 
the Federals on the Rappahai nock, while 
Jackson occupied the ground in Iheir rear 
either to check the advance of Federal re- 
inforaemetils frotn' Washington, or to engage 
tlie Federals in the roar, whil.-t they were 
attacked in front. But his movement has 
ended disastrously. iMcDowell, SiL^el, and 
Banks, seem to have driven him to the 
mountains, evidently in the direction of Loes- 
burg. Hut though forced to retraat, the 
.'nexKnews may pfdbabiyi find him in Mary- 
land, by oiiisRing Ihe Polomac at some point 
between VVasliiiit'lo 1 and Harper's Ferry; 
and if so, hii will probably be heard frorri in 
Pennsylvania. O.ie dispatch leaves the im- 
pression, that when Jackiiuri Ljot behind tlie 
Federal lines, the latter were posted in the 
neighborhood of Acciuii Creek,on ilie shortest 

-..line of 'road from Richmond, as fears were 
onterlaiued that they were completely heni- 
med in — Jackson in the west and tlie main 
body of the Confederates on the railroad line. 
So perilous was ilio Fetleral position, it was 
anticipated that it might be necessary lo 
embark the army in the fleol and go up the 
Potomac to Washington, 55 miles distant. 
The dispernion of Jackson's forces look place, 
and by some means McClellan, with the 
largest body nf the arm)-, holds a position 
between Washinyloii and Centcrville, some 
ix miles or so from the capitol. 

At last.occounts a battle was raginj?, the 
cannonading being heard distinctly at Wash- 
ington. This was jjrobably an attack on 
McClellan. The battle is repiosented lo be of 
an appalling cliaracter, the destruction of lilc 
being so groat. ]ii defealinic Jackson. I'opo 
acknowledges to a loss of SDUO in killed und 
wounded ; but the indeGnit9im.s3 of the telegram 
about the last battle scoitis lo make the loss of 
the latter much more, and, with all. no report 
comes with it favorable to the Federals. Con- 
fidence in the Northern army ia reported at 
Washington, and it is li'itly to be well founded. 
We canuot well imagine such a thin;,' as tlie 
conquest of Washington, Xeverlheless, the 
advance of the Uonfederatcs so near to Wash- 

; jingtonwrnust, be jregordcd aaithei result of a 
' series' of successful battles and manoeuvres. 
IJut a short time ago, when the battle of Cedar 
Mountain was fought, Pope was pushing on to 
besiege Gordonsvillc; but the iie.Mnew.s that we 
had, he had retreated to tlio Kiippahuiinock, 
and now he has formed a jniietioii with Mc- 
Clellan wilhin six miles of Wusbiiigton. We 
hear, but liUle of r'Cohfederate movements ; but 
we need no belter proof of what ihey are 
about than to (iiid out the position of the Fed- 
ei-als. The sucoiul battle of lUill Piiin may 
wipe out the disgrace of the first, but the re- 
sult .seems so similar — both batiks were fought 
on the same spot ; ljut in both inslauccs ihe 
Federals retreat to Centreville and Washing- 
ton. The war is where it was in Jnne a year 
ago. The raw recruits of that day are the he- 
roes of many bloody lields ; are veterans; still 
ftiey, as a v,'liole, have been unsuccessful. The 
suppression of the revolt is no nearer. The 

'-' fiigoB' rather indicate .Southern inilepeiulencc. 
Yet even they arc not to bo ti'ustod. Des- 
peration nerves the Houth. lis blows may be 
expected to t;dl thick and liist. Tlie iie.Kt 
news may bo more thrilling lliaii ever. Hut 
then a like desperation may soi/-- the North. 
Let the Confederates once advance into the 
Free State;!, of which there is every probabil- 
\ ity.-and'then will come the downfall of slavery. 

" ' Tbe miiitia liow reposing at homo in the North 
will then have to take the lioM. Fj\cn if 
whipped according to the usages or jud;:rnc'iit 
of Kuropeau natioiiN, neitlior pui ty will Icimw 
it. Neither will cry cih)iil;1i. One side or 
Other has to bo eomjuered befoie jieacc can be 
made. J n the desperate struggle lor the con- 
quest, notwithstanding the present; Federal 
reverses, we fear thai the Southern star will 
sink not to rise very soon again. When the 
war is made a (|nestioii ol freedom or slavery, 
and no coriiproiiiisc, there is nothing to i)rcvcnt 

- ^ the conquest of the South o.\cept the want of 
gcncralsbip in the North. 



The Enterprise adds: Late last evening 
we learned Ihe followin<; it.dditional parlicu- 
lara in regard to the execution of Ihe Pi-Ule 
prisoners. On last Saturday, just bofore 
n.jon, a couple of Indians came to a gentle- 
man in .Silver City, and roqiiesled him to {;o 
with them and witness llio execution of a 
bad Indian. Said Ihov, "Wiiite man kill bad 
wliito man: liijun»kill*bnd5injnn.'.'^--:Upoti 
approaching a spot some 80 rods from thb 
I'tKLTii.'i mills, and in sight of Chnpiii's mill, 
thoy saw two Irdiaiis upon the prostrate 
form of another, with largo stones in their 
hnndu, beating his brains out, while some !20 
otliers stood look'ng on. When Ihe Indian 
wns beaten senseless, one who appeared to 
be aphiof came up and. stuck a knife into 
ilia throat and side. His head was then cut 
nearly off, and the body— after permission 
had been obtained of the gentleman from 
Silver City — dragged to a shaft near by, 
aoine.l2 or 15 feet deep, and thrown into it. 
At this juncture two fijuaws and two Indian 
men cnmo up, lamenting and howling, and 
one of the squaws, although in some degree 
restrained by an old man, commenoed an 
attack upon the party with slnnos, causing a 
goneri.l slampi.-de. vShe next attacked \lr. 

, the gentleman from tsilver City, wiio 

stood looking into the shaft where Ihe dead 
hill Ian lay. The Indians advised him to 
leave, iind ho did so, returning lo Silver City. 
The Indiana now went down to Dayton, 
crossed to the other side of the river, and 
killoil tlio sister ol the Indian man they had 
just e.v:ecuted. Later in the day, .Mr. — -, 
of Sliver City, went back lo the shaft, and 
pinv a young Indian corning out of it, with 
his face smeared with blood, as though he 
had been einbracing a dead body.. This 
young fellow' said: that the Indian who stab- 
bed the deceased was no chief, and had no 
right to do so, and that he was going to see 
Wiiitiemiieca about i' and have him killed. 
Tlie poisoning slury is as above related. 
There would seem lo bo great excitement 
among some of the Indians in regard to the 
matter, as there is considerable ruiiiiing from 
town to town, and cruising about in general.

A horse iwas brpngbt hiin by Frank 
Marion, and be drovo tbo.' British from tlic 
field, and secured tbo liberty ol South Caro- 
lina."

An Indian "Witoh"— Her Execution by 
ttte Pi-Utea — Extraordinary Sceiiea. 



An old Indian worauu, says the 'len itoria/ 
Enttrprise, was recently executed near Day- 
ton, N. T., by the I'i-iJles, for being ii witch 
or poisoning. The scpinw was taken out across 
the Curson river, cast of Dayton, among the 
sand hills, uiul e.xeeiileil by having her throat 
cut. I'l-evious lo her execution the Indians 
held a grand pow-wow or trial. She was 
charged with having caused the death of seve- 
ral young people ol botii sexes— her victims 
were ulwayg the iKiiid.^uinest in the tribe. She 
is said to have thus bewitched to deiuli or have 
poisoned a groat iiiimlier of persons during the 
suiiinier— not only about Virginia City, (J old 
Hill. Silver City and Uayton, but out at Cur- 
son Sink. J • ■ 

We suggested to old .folin, Ihc Indian who 
gave ns the above partieular.i, that these jier- 
S0U3 might have died of .'-aiiall pox, but he said 
it was nothing like the small pox, and (urtlier, 
that the Lidiuns understood the small po.v 
very well, and hud practiced vaccination for u 
^reat many years. lie says llio victims never 
lived over 21 hours alter being attacked, and 
all died in great agony. The .symptoms were 
a violent burning pain in the region of the 
atoniaoh, and a coiisidorable fiuw ol blood Ironi 
the mouth and nostrils just previous to death. 
John says that a brother to the old woman 
was executed at the same time, as u partner 
J 1 her murderous work ; but another Indian a!- 
terwarda said that the brollior was appointed 
executioner, and made to cut his sister's throat.

^ horrid picture of what is going on in Ii'i^sia: 
Aiiollier sketch illuslre.tive of the stale of 
; St. Pelersburgh during ihe terrible catas- 
Uuphe will complete the pictures I have al- 
i ready sriit you. It was at si.'s o'clock in the 
j evening that 1 heard of the coiillagratioii at 
Tolkuulslii Kuinok — a maiket for second 
liaiul goods. As I approacheii the spot, 1 
, found myself in the mid-t of two currents of 
j people — Ihe one llyint; iVoiii the liie, lo which 
the olhurs were driven by curiosity, On tho 
I Kamenni bridge, where I was forced to leave 
I niy carriage, 1 was fairly introduced lo the 
scene which awaited me on ihe ottior side 
of ihe water i'en|de were pushing each 
other ab.iiit in dreailful eunfusiou. \:\\\% 
were driven along loaded with heaps of 
goods saved from the lire, rpiarreling and 
.tears adding to the e.veiteinenl of the mo- 
ment. The alarm extended loall the neigh- 
boring sircel.-Sj where jieople began to leave 
llieir houses and gel their properly away as 
best they iiii^hi, " Vet here, as everywhere 
else, Ihe iriajDrity of the crowd mainly con- 
sisied of S]„.eiaior8, who wero crushing each 
other lo ilealh for no reasnnablo purpose in 
the worhJ, |i was with Ihe greatest dilli- 
cully thai i|m engines and w.iter earls passed 
along tho Sadovaja, a task altogether hope- 
less in tho narrower streets adjo'iiing. A\'hen 
Iwo veiiielos met, it became impossible for 
them lo |iass each oilier, the dillieulty being 
tendered still gre.iler al the corner of the 
streets, aii ocean of peopla ebbing to and fro 
stopping all real husiiic.is. In one [ilaee the 
|olico wore vainly trying to disperse the 
masu;s ; in another tho people threw Iheins 
fclvos upon the fiiriiitnre, vainly endeavor- 
ing lo rescue i-ingle articles, when it was 
f'<ui)il impossible to get the carts along. But 
Ihe whole WB« a brilliant nOn-iiucccss on all 
sides; and as fresh furniture was always 
P'juriiig out of the houses and lauiielied into 
Ihe streets, a general stoppage ensued as the 
necessary coiise(|uenco of so many conlliet- 
iiig ellurts. With the llames already raging 
ill the back ground, ami fre.-ih thousands 
pouring into tlio streets from the opposite 
side lo get a glinuLic of what was going on, 
the crushing and tiaiignr grow to a terrible 
pilch ; the police theniselvos aibletl to tlii! 
confusion by driving the people in o;)posilc 
directions, and occasionally forcing the cur- 
rent nloog a narrow^crcu/oK, which" crushed 
everything before it by mere numbers and 
weight. 

In the buildings of .'Vpra.vin Dvor windows 
and doors were thatlered to pieces, and a 
vast variety of go mIs Hung into the streets 
Vou plight bo buried under a h.oap of furs, 
stoned lo death with boots, or covered with 
;an tivBhiiiche of foiioy goods. Here n follow 
climljud up a water pipe; there another 
(iroaned under a chest of ilrawers, which had 
been ilirown upon bis head from a wirulow ! 
while a third was exclaiming about bis toes, 
wliich had been crushed by some heavy 
nrticle of household furniture. I noticed two 
cadels climbing a shop. door, and tearing 
down tho sign of the owner; unioflioer 
8uii(shin;; p.inus of jjliiss with his boots, and 
entering the room to look after the viciiblcn, 
while a Ktudent was smasliiiig away at the 
poHc fpcJiere close by, to effect an onlranca 
a 2dburglnr, So iatenso/iwassttte/heiil) opti 



positu Folkoutshi Ruinolc, thai the houses 
caught fire without even Ihe contact of tho 
flames, it having proveil impossible lo pro- 
(!Ui?o •a"''8uffloiont quanlity of water to keep 
them, wot. At the same lime theft and 
plunder were abroad everywhere. The real 
owners being surroun'ded by crowds of 
greedy lookers on, 'freqiionlly accused the 
wrong man, and get a beating while the rest 
of the properly i-i abstracted by iho innocent 
ones. For a change, a real inceiidiaiy is 
caught ill the Aprn.vin I'ereniek. At all 
Hvenis, such is the charge lirought against 
him by the infuriated crowd. A young fel- 
low, half dead with fear, is being dragged 
along by a dozen labourers to bo lyuetied 
without a hearing. lieforo the procession 
walks a bulky shopkeeper carrying aloft a 
bollle coiilainiiig a tilaoksin liquid, together 
Willi several writing utensils taken from Ibn 
unlortuiiate viclim. ''Hold liim fast !'' "Cut 
him down !'•' cries Ihe crowtl. '' Here's the 
ideiitieal powder T found in Iho pocket of 
Ibis young devil !" shouts another, produc- 
ing something from a bo.t in his hand. "Hut 
ibis is the powder for making ink," says 
another, who recognizes Ihe poor captive as 
an innocent eopyi.st. 'i'he hillor, (indiiig 
himself al liberty for a niomenl, crosses bim- 
se.lf devoutly, and without further ado runs 
off for bis lit'.'. In a minnlu he has disap- 
peared in a crowd, while tho streets ring with 
the slmiiis of "Slop him ; stop him !'' 

Ill TchcrnyUdiell' I'eroulok Iho crowil is 
less dense, but Iho heal uiib-.'aruble. In Ibe 
middle of 1 he street are seatleruil about casks 
of coU'ee, auuar, butler, in pleasing altcrna- 
lion with lurs, hats, and ihu like. A dumb 
wo:r;aii, heedless of Ibe (ire and tho gerieral 
hubbub, goes from nask to cask, and evi- 
dently regretting that so much good pro- 
visions should be thrown away, lills her 
apron lo overllowiiig. There are also bo.\es 
lull of niils and tea, wdiich the people attack 
with ovideiii /.est. From tho door of Shlshu- 
kiiie Dvur fly clouds of fealliers, which lire 
taken up tiy the wind and wafted about in 
all direclioiis. Casks of fruit, hiisins, oranges, 
are hurled mil iiilo the streets I'loin llie win- 
ilows, and become an easy prey to the e.\- 
peclant lookers on. The people encourage 
each other in the work of plunder, jokes are 
flying about, and Iho merriment is universal. 

The ii|iperslories of the hou.^es aru already 
bla/.iiig away, but t!ie shops clown below are 
still closed. .Suddenly one of tho owners 
hurries to Ihe spot, and, looking up at Ibe 
Ihimes, throws himselfdowii upon ihe srouiid 
with groans of despair, ''liook out!'' now 
phduLs' a' vbio^B from- the upper stories. At 
the same moment, a heavy coder, clasped 
with iron, came ihiuulering down into tlie 
street, and falls upon the feet of some one 
loo slow to get mil of the way. We have 
hardly time to notice the accident, when a 
man in tatters, with wild, glaring eyes, 
comes running along, flinging about his arms 
with violent gestures, and vociferating Ihe 
loudest imprecations. '-Ho has gone mad," 
shout Ihe mob. "Hewaie of lliii ni.idmau !" 
A Woman with a boy in her arms comes out 
from one of the houses, and is tiampled 
down by horses before her eyes. Again tiie 
crowd lakes U]i its part of clioriis, ciyiii;; in 
hurried tones, "Look oul for the eiigiue !" — 
"Get out ofilhe way, dog "1 am killed !" 
—"Where are the police ?"— ''Slop thief!" 
" Stand still, or I'll kill you on Iho spot !" 
These are some n| the eleiiieiits making to- 
gether a scene ol inde-^iM'ibnldp confusion. 

Oil the s<iiiare in front of tho Ministry of 
the Interior wagon loads of papers are piled 
lip, wdiich soon bimoine the sport of the wind. 
But the spectators, not being so numerous 
in ibis ]iluce, some little more order is pre- 
,11'rved. The (jKiii is filled with furniture, 
cairiuges, and a variety ol bundles, parcels, 
itc, many of which are thrown into the 
canal, while others got damaged as they lie 
on terra ftrma. 

It IS siatoil as certain that a sludoni of tho 
name of Jakovlelf has been lately arresle 1 
in the birracks of the engineers, whilo try- 
ing lo talk Iho soldiers over to his pariicular 
views on fire and waler; but on being taken 
befoio the officers on guard, the latter re- 
leased the member of the prdpagniidbi^,'who 
instantly disappeared from Ihe towii. The 
(dliceis are now sent to the citadel. 

1 have been also assured by persons 'in au- 
thority that the fire at the Honic-dllice was 
mainly caiLsed by .lialf a dozen grenades, which 
were thrown into'tho building from a cab as 
it passed along. . 

.While the number of volunlary coniiibu-
